COORDINATION  AMONG  RELEVANT  AGENCIES  AND  SETTING  FORTH  THE 
MEMBERSHIP  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  TASK  FORCE. 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  may  be  discharged  from  San 
Francisco  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  when  they  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves  and  are 
without  adequate  assistance  at  home;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  in  such  circumstances  confront  life- 
threatening  situations  and  risk  repeated  hospitalization  and  institutionalization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  are  particularly  vulnerable 
when  they  are  discharged  from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  when  they  are  frail,  not 
ambulatory,  and/or  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Almost  one-quarter  of  San  Francisco's  population  is  55  years  and  older 
and  this  sector  of  the  population  is  projected  to  increase  by  nearly  50%  by  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Almost  50,000  seniors  75  years  and  older  live  in  San  Francisco  and 
16,500  of  them  live  alone.  In  addition,  many  thousands  of  other  seniors  have  senior  or 
disabled  companions  or  family  members  who  work  and  aren't  available  to  give  them  the  care 
they  require;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  For  Elders  in  the  Central  City's  "Healthcare  Action  Team" 
(HAT),  a  coalition  of  healthcare  consumers,  service  and  advocacy  groups,  conducted  a  year- 
long discharge  planning  research  project;  and,  DOCUMENTS  DEP"T 
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WHEREAS,  the  study  determined  that  many  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  often 
experience  discharge  practices  that  are  inadequate,  despite  the  efforts  of  hospitals,  nursing 
homes,  San  Francisco  City  and  County  departments,  social  service  agencies,  community 
groups  and  the  individual  consumers  themselves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  issue  was  discussed  on  March  9,  at  a  hearing  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Environment  Committee,  where  testimony  was  given  on  the  issue  by  individual  seniors, 
people  with  disabilities,  social  workers,  public  and  community-based  agencies  which  serve 
seniors  and  people  with  disabilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  was  revealed  during  this  testimony  that  seniors  and  people  with 
disabilities  confront  problems  such  as: 

•  Discharge  from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  on  Fridays  when  it  is  very  difficult  or 
impossible  to  access  home  care  and  other  personal  assistance  services; 

•  Discharge  from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  without  an  appropriate  plan  in  place; 

•  Lack  of  information  about  existing  services,  resources  and  financial  support  for  these 
services; 

•  Inadequate  coordination  among  hospital  and  nursing  home  staff,  service  provider 
agencies,  and  City  and  County  departments; 

•  Insufficient  funding  for  home  care  assistance  and  supportive  housing  which  would  enable 
seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  to  live  independently  in  their  homes  and  communities; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  creates  an  advisory  task  force  which  shall  be  called  the  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home

WHEREAS,  HIV/AIDS,  diabetes,  cancer  and  diabetes  were  identified 
as  important  areas  within  physical  health  specifically  because  of  the

WHEREAS,    It  is  critical  to  develop  a  directory  of  Latino 
behavioral  health  providers  and  services  that  address  the  language, 
immigration  and  culturally-appropriate  needs  of  the  Latino  community 
and  that  includes  community  education  and  outreach  components  to  get 
critical  information  into  the  hands  of  the  community  as  well  as 
service  providers;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Local  officials  should  conduct  an  audit  of  the  current 
housing  stock  within  the  Bay  Area  in  order  to  ascertain  the  level  of 
unsafe,   overcrowded,   and  dangerous  living  conditions  in  order  to 
improve  the  housing  situation  and  further  to  develop  stable  housing

WHEREAS,   Dolores  C.  Huerta  is  the  co-founder  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  United  Farm  Workers  of  America,  AFL-CIO  ("UFW")/ 
and, 

WHEREAS,   Dolores  Huerta  was  born  on  April  10,   1930  in  northern 
New  Mexico,   where  her  father,   Juan  Fernandez,  was  a 
miner,   field  worker,  union  activist  and  state  assemblyman;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Her  mother  Alicia  Chavez  raised  Dolores,   along  with  her 
two  brothers  and  two  sisters  in  Stockton,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  high  school,   Dolores  Huerta  attended  the 
University  of  Pacific's  Delta  Community  College  and  received  a 
teaching  degree;  and, 

WHEREAS,   In  1955,   Dolores  Huerta  was  a  founding  member  of  the 
Stockton  chapter  of  the  Community  Service  Organization  ("CSO") ,  a 
grassroots  organization  began  by  Fred  Ross,   Sr.  The  CSO  battled 
segregation,  police  brutality,  led  voter  registration 
drives,  pushed  for  improved  public  services  and  fought  to  enact  new 
legislation;  and, 

WHEREAS,   In  1960,   Dolores  Huerta  organized  and  founded  the 
Agricultural  Workers  Association.   She  became  a  fearless  lobbyist  in 
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Sacramento,   and  in  1961  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  citizenship 
requirements  removed  from  pension,   and  public  assistance  programs.  In 
1962  she  lobbied  in  Washington  DC  for  an  end  to  the  "captive  labor" 
Bracero  Program. 

WHEREAS,   In  1962,   Dolores  Huerta  joined  her  former  colleague 
Cesar  Chavez  and  formed  the  National  Farm  Workers  Association   (NFWA) ; 
and, 

WHEREAS,   In  September  of  1965  Dolores  Huerta  and  the  NFWA 
organized  the  first  successful  grape  strike  for  grape  workers  in  the 
Delano  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,   In  1966,   Dolores  Huerta  negotiated  the  first  UFWOC 
contract  with  the  Schenley  Wine  Company,   This  was  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  United  States  that  a  negotiating  committee 
comprised  of  farm  workers  negotiated  a  collective  bargaining 
agreement  with  an  agricultural  corporation;  and, 

WHEREAS,    Dolores  Huerta  directed  the  UFW' s  national  grape 
boycott,   taking  the  plight  of  the  farm  workers  to  the  consumers.  The 
boycott  resulted  in  the  entire  California  table  grape  industry 
signing  a  three-year  collective  bargaining  agreement  with  the  United 
Farm  Workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Dolores  Huerta  directed  the  east  coast  boycott  of 
grapes,   lettuce,   and  Gallo  wines.   The  boycott  resulted  in  the 
enactment  of  the  Agricultural  Labor  Relations  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Dolores  Huerta  is  the  recipient  of  many  awards,  among

RESOLUTION  DECLARING  INTENT  TO  SEEK  REVERSIONARY  RIGHT  TO  THE  GOLDEN 
GATE  NATIONAL  RECREATION  AREA  PROPERTY  PENDING  GGNRA  REMOVAL  OF 
TWENTY  YEAR  PET  POLICY 

WHEREAS,   in  1975,   the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
transferred  Fort  Funston  and  other  City-owned  park  lands  to  the 
federal  government  to  be  included  in  the  Golden  Gate  National  Area 
(GGNRA)  ,   to  be  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service;  and, 

WHEREAS,   former  Charter  section  7.403-l(a),   as  approved  by  the 
voters,   required  that  the  deed  transferring  any  City-owned  park  lands 
to  the  National  Park  Service  include  the  restriction  that  said  lands 
were  to  be  reserved  by  the  Park  Service  "in  perpetuity  for  recreation 
or  park  purposes  with  a  right  of  reversion  upon  breach  of  said 
restriction,";  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  deed  transferring  these  City-owned  park  lands  to 
the  National  Park  Service  contains  the  following  reversionary 
interest:     ''to  hold  only  for  so  long  as  said  real  property  is 
reserved  and  used  for  recreation  and  park  purposes,";  and, 

WHEREAS,  visitors  to  Fort  Funston,   including  thousands  of 
residents  of  San  Francisco,  have  been  walking  their  dogs  off-leash  at 
Fort  Funston  for  approximately  forty  years;  and 

WHEREAS,   off -leash  dog-walking  is  the  predominant  activity  at 
Fort  Funston;  and, 
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WHEREAS,   in  1979,   the  National  Park  Service  implemented  "The 
1979  Pet  Policy"  which  specified  that  dogs  could  be  walked  off-leash 
at  Fort  Funs ton;  and, 

WHEREAS,   in  1992,   the  National  Park  Service  assured  park  users 
and  the  two  U.S.   Senators  from  the  State  of  California  that  the  1979 
Pet  Policy  was  the  operative  policy  at  Fort  Funston  and  would  not  be

WHEREAS,   on  January  23,   2001,   at  its  monthly  meeting,  the 
National  Park  Service's  Citizens  Advisory  Commission  will  vote  on

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  existence  of  significant  unused  reverse  commute  capacity  on 
BART,  the  BART  Board  of  Directors,  and  others,  have  advocated  the  expenditure  of  public 
transportation  funds  for  a  fourth  bore  for  the  Caldecott  Tunnel,  which  will  increase  the 
highway  tunnel's  reverse  commute  capacity;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  BART  maintains  an  extensive  system  of  suburban  parking  lots  to 
accommodate  suburb  to  city  commuters,  it  has  been  less  successful  in  connecting  its 
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suburban  stations  to  suburban  jobs  and  other  destinations,  creating  hardships  for  residents  of 
the  Bay  Area's  urban  core,  including  the  cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  who  are  trying 
to  reach  suburban  destinations  via  transit;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  Transit  First  Policy  which 
encourages  that  commute  and  other  trips  be  accommodated  on  transit,  rather  than  in  private

Resolution  urging  the  City  Attorney  to  file  a  petition  for  certiorari  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  asking  that  Court  to  review  the  judgment  of  the  California  Supreme  Court  in 
East  Bay  Asian  Local  Development  Corporation  v.  State  of  California,  SO  77396,  and  to  hold 
that  AB  133  violates  the  Establishment  Clause  of  the  First  Amendment  of  the  United  States 
Constitution. 


WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  recognized  that  the 
preservation  of  historic  buildings  from  demolition  or  inappropriate  alteration  is  vital  to  the 
preservation  of  our  cultural  heritage  and  the  maintenance  of  our  neighborhood  character  and 
has  therefore  established  municipal  codes  that  allow  historic  landmarks  to  be  preserved;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1994,  the  California  Legislature  enacted  AB  133,  amending 
Government  Code  sections  25373  and  37361  to  permit  religious  organizations,  and  only 
religious  organizations,  to  declare  their  noncommercial  properties  exempt  from  the  application 
of  local  historic  preservation  ordinances  such  as  Article  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  April  3,  1995,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  249-25 
by  a  vote  of  8-0,  urging  the  City  Attorney  to  file  a  lawsuit  challenging  AB  133  on  the  ground, 
among  others,  that  it  violated  the  Establishment  Clause  of  the  First  Amendment  of  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

WHEREAS,  In  1995,  the  City  Attorney,  along  with  prominent  nonprofit  organizations,

Resolution  requesting  the  City  Attorney  contact  the  National  Park  Service  requesting  a 
delay  in  the  closure  of  twelve  acres  along  the  coastal  bluffs  at  Fort  Funston; 
requesting  the  Department  of  City  Planning,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  review  the  pending  twelve-acre 
closure  at  Fort  Funston. 

WHEREAS,  in  1975,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  transferred  Fort  Funston 
and  other  City-owned  park  lands  to  the  federal  government  to  be  included  in  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  (GGNRA),  to  be  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1973,  San  Francisco  voters  had  been  assured  that  the  GGNRA  lands

Resolution  urging  President  Bush  and  tiie  United  States  Congress  to  amend  the  1946 
Rescission  Act  to  provide  equity  for  Filipino  veterans  of  World  War  11. 


WHEREAS,  The  Philippine  Islands  was  a  territory  of  the  United  States  until  July  4, 
1946  and  the  United  States  had  control  over  Philippine  nationals  and  the  country's  internal 
affairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Philippines  Commonwealth  had  no  function  in  matters  of  foreign 
affairs  and  could  not  declare  war  or  surrender  its  forces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  26,  1941,  President  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  issued  a  Military 
Order  and  invoked  his  powers  under  section  2(a)(12)  of  the  Philippine  Independence  Act 
(P.L.  No.  77-127  Section  10(a))  to  "call  and  order  into  the  service  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the 
United  States  ...  all  of  the  organized  military  forces  of  the  government  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  the  Philippines";  and 

WHEREAS,  Filipino  soldiers  fought  during  World  War  II  under  the  American  flag  and 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  United  States  military  leaders  pursuant  to  President 
Roosevelt's  July  1941  Military  Order;  and 

WHEREAS,  Shortly  after  the  war  in  1946,  the  U.S.  Congress  passed  the  Rescission 
Act  which  specifically  mandates  that  services  rendered  by  Filipino  World  War  11  veterans 
"shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been  active  military,  naval  or  air  service  for  the  purposes  of  any 
law  of  the  United  States  conferring  rights,  privileges  or  benefits...";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  legislative  rider  appended  to  the  1946  Rescission  Act  denies  U.S. 
military  status  and  benefits  to  those  veterans  who  fought  under  the  command  of  officers  of 
the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  in  the  Philippines;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  significant  and  adverse  impact  of  the  1946  Rescission  Act  is  its  unjust 
discrinnination  against  Filipino  soldiers  of  World  War  II  by  denying  them  eligibility  for  equal 
benefits  administered  by  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Filipinos  are  the  only  national  group  singled  out  for  denial  of  full  U.S. 
veterans  status  while  the  soldiers  of  more  than  66  other  U.S.  allied  countries,  who  were 
similarly  inducted  into  the  service  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  during  World  War 
II,  were  granted  full  U.S.  veterans  status;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Government  has  yet  to  fully  restore  the  rights, 
privileges  and  benefits  guaranteed,  then  taken  away  from  Filipino  veterans  of  World  War  II; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  gallantry,  loyalty  and  sacrifices  of  Filipino  veterans  of  World  War  II, 
who  fought  for  freedom  and  democracy  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  deserves 
recognition  and  their  honor  and  dignity  deserves  restoration;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  pending  legislation  in  the  U.S.  Congress  that  will  restore  full
